Senator Cummins insisted that {t was 
more important to restrict and prohibit 
fictitious trading in securities and gen- 
eral produce than to simply regulate 
cotton trading. 

The entire question of ‘futures’ 
finally was referred back to the senate 
finance committee for further consid- 
eration.

Police Department Is Doing 4 
Good Work, But Hampered 4 
by Inadequate . Facilities 4 
and Small Force; Says Chief. q 


After having tried 185 cases | 
Monday, Recorder Pro Tem. W. H. 
Preston, who is acting in the ab 
sence of Judge Broyles, declared | 
last night that Monday’s court 
docket was the heaviest since pro 
hibition. Police court lasted until 
nearly 9 o'clock at night, after be- 
ing in session over ten hours, 
Record-breaking crowds were in 
attendance. The majority of cases 
were for drunk and disorderly con- 
duct, while two homicides were 


threshed out. 


The records at police station and 
Grady hospital show that for the last 
fortnight Atlanta has gone through the 
bloodiest and most 
period of its history, except when riot 
conditions have existed. 
The crimes revealed in the pages of 
the newspapers for the last ‘several 
days have been the talk of the town. 
The front page alone of The Constitu- 
tion om Sunday morning showed one 
killing and a stabbing, while that of 
Monday showed two more sensational 
shooting affairs. ‘These four infrae- 
tions, which happened to be called 
prominently into the public eye, scarce- 
ly scrape the surface of the criminal 
doings during the last two weeks, 

The police are at a loss to explain 
these conditions. 

Grady Has Strenuous Time. 

Grady hospital has just passed 
thrcugh two of the most strenuous 
weeks of its existence. Police head- 
quarters is filled with prisoners of all 
types. Bandaged bodies and cracked 
skulls appear upon the byways of thé 
underworld. | 

A graphic illustration has been 
drawn of the need of better facilities 
and additional men by the police de- 
partment. The necessity of police sub- 
stations, also, has been vividly im- 
pressed upon the civic government. 
Authorities at Grady hospital ap- 
proximate a list of victims from trage- 
dies since August 19 at 150 or more. 
The fatalities, they say, will reach ten 
and even higher. The-pistol, the dirk, 
sandbags and clubs contributed their 
liberal quota. 
So far as has been ascertained, this 
number of victims exceeds any record 
heretofore established. Police data 
shows no greater record, and neither 
does hospital history. In addition, the 
number of arrests is greater than ever 
before. 

All Hospitals Get Share. 

Only the records of Grady hospital 
were obtained. It i¢ the only munici- 
pal institution of its kind in the city,

MILLER GIVEN RELEASE 


Slaying of Lee Maddox Declared 
Justifiable. 


The case against G. G. Miller, night- 
at the A., B. & A. building, 
street,- who charged 
for the killing of Lee 
midnight Saturday, was 
Monday afternoon when 
Miller appeared before Recorder Pro 
Tem.

FEARED BY HEFLIN 


Congressman Throws Another 


Challenge to Suffragists. 
Women Should Work at 
Home Instead of at Ballot. 


Lynchburg, Va., September 1.—Rep- 
resentative Heflin, of Alabama, flung 
another challenge to woman. suf- 
fragists today, when in a Labor day 
address here under the auspices of 
the Young Men’s Christian association, 
he pleaded for woman’s work at the 
home instead of at the ballot. He 
declared that “in the mad clamor for 
the ballot women are hazarding much 
and entering upon a perilous. jour- 
ney,” and warned them to “Stop, look, 
listen.” 

“Ohio defeated woman 
an overwhelming majority,” 
Heflin. “Michigan defeated it by a 
tremendous vote. New Jersey had 
woman suffrage, and, by common con- 
sent of both men and women, aban- 
doned it. The militant suffragettes of 
England, in their rage of wild fanati- 
cism, are trampling upon the laws of 
God and man. They are committing 
assaults on English officials, and 
burning the churches of the living 
Upon the home-loving, man- 
trusting, consecrated Christian women 
of the United States rests the safety 
of our institutions and the perpetuity 
of this republic.’”’ 

Heflin Quotes Paul. 

Mr. Heflin quoted Paul’s saying to 
the Ephesians: “The husband is the 
head of the wife even as Christ is the 
head of the church, and he added: 
“Some of these suffragettes have lit- 
tle patience with Paul and the teach- 
ings of the Christian religion. At 
Birmingham, Ala., a very distinguished 
former official of the state asked a 
suffragette how she got around the 
doctrine of Paul, and she_ replied 
quickly, ‘Damn old Paul.’” 

“The Calmucks,” he continued, “be- 
lieved that the first inhabitants of 
earth were divine, and had wings and 
luminous faces, but there was a fruit 
called shime which was sweet and 
very tempting. They began to taste 
it, but, alas, it deprived them of all 
their perfections. Their wings fell 
off, and the brilliancy of their faces 
disappeared. Beware, my good wom- 
an. There are grave dangers lurking 
along this road of equal suffrage. 

Will Destroy Sex Sentiment.

“This woman suffrage movement is 
the greatest peril now threatening the 
inglish-speaking people. In the name 
of the American home, in the name of 
our beloved institutions, in the name 
of generations yet unborn, aye, in the 
name of the gentle home-loving wom- 
en of America, I call upon you to fight 
this dangerous deadly movement and 
to save the life of this nation from 
the dangers that threaten it. 

“It is neither proper or necessary 
that women should vote. The exigen- 
cies of the occasion do not authorize 
or demand it. A woman suffragist 
said: ‘l am fighting for my emancipa- 
tion.” The emancipation she is. seek- 
ing is emancipation from the plans of 
nature and the laws of God. The fam- 
ily is the social unit, the harmonious 
whole with one head, not two heads.’ 

He Congratulates Virginia. 

Congratulating Virginia on the fact 
that woman suffrage did not exist “in 
the home of Washington and Jeffer- 
son,’ Mr. Heflin declared his belief 
that “the woman suffrage movement 
is not conducive to the charm and 
gentleness of the highest womanhood, 
that it does not inspire and encourage 
the ideals of the Christian religion nor 
make for modesty and refinement.” 
He portrayed the mother service as 
the highest and noblest mission in 
the world, and said that to train the 
voter was more important than to 
vote. 

“TY stand,” he sald, “with uncovered 
head at the shrine of gentle, modest 
womanhood. The mother contributes 
sons and daughters to the common- 
wealth and the country. Her sons 
carry on civil government in peace and 
fight for its preservation in time of 
war. Her daughters Keep the fires of 
maternal love forever burning. They 
are the golden links in the endless 
chain of the Almighty’s plan to people 
the earth with beings whom God with 
his image blessed. It is as true ag 
Holy Writ that rhe hand that rocks 
the cradles rules the world.’ ”

TV AID NEEDED 
FOR DISPOSAL PLANT 


City Officials Worried Over 
Failure to Clear Peachtree 
Creek of Debris.

With the failure of the county com- 
mission to act in the matter of co-oper- 
ating with the city in facilitating the 
gperation of the new $195,000 Peach- 
tree creek disposal plant, members of 
the sewer committee and bond com- 
mission are becoming alarmed over the 
situation as the time for the starting 
of the plant draws near. 

It was the plan of Construction 
Chief Clayton and Receiver Sullivan to 
start the new plant in operation on 
Monday, but because cf some minor de- 
tails it was decided to wait a while 
longer. 

Cause of the Delay. 

City officials will not admit that the 
failure of the county to clear Peach- 
tree creek of the rock and debris is 
responsible for the delay. They declare 
that, while the work which the county 
promised to do more than a year and a 
half ago is important to the successful 
operation, and will be a great factor 
in geting tue plant in working order, 
it will be safer to finish some mechan!i- 
cal details rather than start immedi- 
ately. 

Three of the filter beds are complete, 
and the city is in a position to put the 
plant to work. On the other hand, there 
is a danger lurking in Peachtree creek 
into which the plant effluent is emp- 
tied. The danger lies in the heavy 
winter rains which are near at hand, 
for should the water back up into the 
Plant it will beccme necessary to sus- 
pend operation, and serious complica- 
tions are likely to arise. The contrac- 
tor, it is understood, is not willing to 
take any chances on a back flow with 
the plant in its present state of incom- 
pleteness. 

Urge County to Aid. : 

The county commissicners have been 
urged to clear the creek of the accumu- 
lation of rock and debris. Chief Clay- 
ton declares emphatically that the 
work is necessary. More than a year 
ago the county commission promised to 
have it started. Nothing has ever been 
done.

dence. He declared that lawyers are 
called on in days that He in front to 
mould opinion and encourage the na- 
tions of this group to develop and 
recognize a reliable character in the 
obligations they assume toward ‘each 
other. lie considered that there are 
relations possible within such a group 
that are not possible for nations more 
isolated and lacking identity of his- 
tory and spirit. Canada, Great Britain 
and the United States, with common 
language, common interests, common 
ends, resemble a single society, which 
might develop a foundation for inter- 
national faith of a kind new in the 
history of the world. . The English 
visitor urged lawyers to assist in the 
freshening of the conventional atmos- 
phere wifch surrounds men in public 
life by omitting no opportunity to 
think rightfully, and to contribute to 
the fashioning of a more hopeful and 
resolute kind of public opinion.

So they paint and 
powder until they look like water color 
paintings by some of the old masters, and 
the innocent bystander wonders whether they 
apply their complexions with a shovel or a 
garden hose. From the viewpoint of eccon- 
omy, tattooing beats the powdering plan, and 
we realPy should acknowledge the impor- 
tunce of economy, in these times of crop fail- 
ures and financial stringency. The high cost 
cf living would be considerably lowered if 
the women would resort to tattooing and 
spend less money at the drug store. 

“Most of the curious habits and customs 
of the heathen have their counterparts in 
civilization, if we only lock for them. I re- 
member when I took my present wife and 
a couple of her sisters to hear a lecture on 
China and the Chinese. The lecturer had 
lived among the heathen for twenty or thirty 
years, and knew all about them. He told 
how the Chinese women suffer from the ccm- 
pression of their feet, and aTl the women 
in the hall shivered. and muttered that it 
wus barbarous. And yet nine-tenths of them 
were suffering unspeakable agonies because 
of tight shoes. My wife is an excellent wom- 
an. as all men know, but it must be admitted 
that she has large feet, and her sisters are 
similarly gifted. I have often argued with 
them, trying to convince them that it would 
be better in every way to openly acknowl- 
edge the amplitude of their trilbys, and wear 
comfortable shoes, but one might as well ar- 
gue with the wind. 

“My wife always buys shoes whieh might 
have fitted her when she was 12 years old 
in the shade, and it would make your blood 
run cold to watch her putting those shoes 
She uses shoe herns and tablespoons and 
screwdrivers, and finally gets them on in 
one way or another, but it must be worse 
than the toothache when she walks. And yet 
she almost cried when that lecturer told how 
the Chinese women suffer. 

“The heathen women sometimes disfig- 
ure their hair by sticking feathers in it, and 
some of them even daub it up with gum, so 
that it becomes a solid mass.

The World's Mysteries 


WAS SIR WALTER RALEIGH EVER IN AMERICA? 


Although Sir Walter Raleigh is consid- , 
ered the father of English colonization on 
the soil of the United States, yet there is no 
evidence that he ever set his feet upon our 
continent, and it is after the English were 
well established in the northern hemisphere 
that he made two trips td South America, 
both of which were unsuccessful, and be- 
carse of the last of which he lost his head, 
One of the most dastardly deeds ever com- 
ruitted by a British sovereign. 

Several historians seem to have been at 
Sea regarding Raleigh's having come to 
Arnerica with several of the expeditions that 
he fitted out for English colonization pur- 
peses. One writer, upon what authority no 
one has ever been able to learn, says: “Sir 
Walter Raleigh made no fewer than five 
vcyages to Virginia, and we know that he 
introduced tobacco into England from his 
new colony, which still preduces the best.” 

For more than a century after his death 
the tradition of Raleigh having personally 
discovered Virginia was recorded by his bi- 
Ofraphers, The earliest reference to it that 
hus ever been found is contained in J. Shir- 
ley’s “Memories,” published in 1677, which 
c ntains the following: ‘The queen, being 
willing to encourage Raleigh, sent him on a 
Vosage to sea. Nor did he make a vain 
and fruitless one, for at his return he brought 
news Of a new country, discovered by him 
in the year 1584, called in honor of the queen, 
‘Virginia.” This-appears to have been ac- 
cepted as trustworthy authority by vther bi- 
Ofraphers. : 

In Miiddleton’s ‘Complete System of Gevg- 
raphy” there is a picture of Raleigh order- 
ing the standard of Queen Elizabeth to be 
erected on the coast of Virginia. Of the 
Vuginia expedition the first and the one that 
d.sccvered this country, started -from Eng- 
land April 27, 1584, under Captains Amadas 
and Barlowe, and returned in the follow- 
ing September. The account of it Kakluyt 
records was “written by one of said captains 
ang sent to Sir Walter Raleigh, knight, at 
whcse charge and direction the safd voyage 
was set forth.’ 

“hat Raleigh could not possibly have 
taken part in it ts evidenced by the fact 
that two of his letters dated, respectively, the 
9th and 26th of July of that year—written 
frum the court—are preserved and tran- 


scripts of them have been printed in Ed- 
wards’ “Life of Sir W. Raleigh,” 1868. 

Under the guidance of Sir Richard Gren- 
ville, the second of these expeditions left 
England April 9, 1585, and returned to Ply- 
mcuth August 18, That Raleigh was in 
England on those dates is proved by a re- 
port from him and Sir Thomas Heneage re- 
specting the ransom of a captive in Barbary, 
which is also printed in Edwards’ work, 
dated May 7. 

The third voyage conveyed provisions and 
stores to the colonists. The fourth sailed 
April 26, 1587, and returned November 8. A 
letter of Raleigh's in the Bodleian library is 
deted October 8, of that year, and is printed 
in full in the second volume of Edwards’ 
biography. It is addressed to the Earl of 
Leicester from Windsor, and shows that he 
could not have accompanied Captain White. 
The fifth voyage took place in 1590, when 
Raleigh was most probably in- Ireland in 
the company of Spenser. 

These statements wculd indicate that the 
e2zrly historians and illustrators were en- 
tirely wrong. Besides there is no reason to 
doubi the accuracy of the declaration made 
By Professor J. K. Laughton and Sidney Lee, 
the authors of the memoir of Raleigh that 
“he had no personal share in the actual 
expeditions, and he was never in his whole 
life near the cwast of Virginia.” 

Hiow the tradition arose is a matter of 
ccaj.cture. The circumstances of the new 
land having been discovered by ships sent out 
by, and belonging to, Raleigh would soon be 
ass: clated in the mind of the public with 
his name as that of the actual discoverer. 
The tradition would sown be the natural 
outcome of such a belief. 

In his “Life of Raleigh,” prefixed to 
the edition of the “History of the World,” 
written by Sir Walter, published in 1736, \ 
Oldys seems to have been the earliest bi- 
ographer of Raleigh who pointed out that the 
statements generally prevalent as to the dis- 
covery of Virginia by Raleigh himself were 
“al fancy and fiction.” Since then most 
writers appear to have abandoned the early 
tredition. Therefore, it has been pretty gen- 
er:ily accepted that Raleigh never visited 
any portion of the\ present United States, al- 
though his name most closely connected 
in many ways with our early colonization.

When humorists foregather, 
there is no lack of whimwhams, conceits and 
drolleries. Peroia is having-lots of fun now. 

Let no one fear that humor is declining. 
Hi:morists are born, not made; and if a giv- 
en period is shert on conscious humor, the 
unconscious Kind more than makes up the 
deficiency. The supply of unconscious hu- 
mor by. politicians, orators high financiers 
and erudite simpletons is always inexhaus- 
tible sesides, as Mark Twain observed, 
nothing is so humorous as candor and truth 
to ultra-conventional people.

HAS BUSY LABOR DAY 


Hears Argument in McNaughton 
and Another Hanging Case. 
Decision This Week. 


Whatever it may have been for the 
majority of the people of Georgia, yes- 
terday was in no sense a noliday for 
the state prison commission. The 
commission was busy hearing argu- 
ment in clemency cases all day long, 
hearing an appeal for commutation of 
a Clinch county negro convicted of 
criminal assault in the morning, and a 
final plea in behalf of Dr. W. J. Mc- 
Naughton in the afternoon. 

Both men have been sentenced to die 
at the hands of the law early next 
month, Dr. McNaughton on October 3 
and the negro, Lige Lane, a week later. 

A most earnest appeal was made by 
his attorneys, Judge Frank H. Saffold, 
of Swainsboro, and John W. Bennett, 
of Waycross, for the life of Dr. Mc- 
Naughton. They analyzed the evidence 
up@n which he was convicted and 
urged that it was insufficient be 
conclusive of guilt. 

Says McNaughton Innocent, 

“Dr. McNaughton is an innocent 
man,” declared Judge Saffold, “and, if 
allowed to hang, the state will have 
taken the life of an innocent man.” 

His attorneys undertook to show 
that their client could not be guilty 
of the crime for which he was con- 
victed and called attention to the affi- 
davits of physicians, that have already 
been filed with the commission, going 
to show that Fred Flanders died from 
natural causes. 

The prison commission has notified 
the state’s attornevs, Williams & Brad- 
ley, Swainsboro, that the case will 
be closed Thursday and, if they desire 
to be heard, they will have te make 
an appearance bhbefcre that time. The 
decision of the prison commission in 
the case will be in hands of the 
sovernor:- not later than Friday.

West Point, Ga., September 1.— 
(Special.)—‘Just a bad case of the 
blues.” A little note containing this 
simple statement is all that is known 
tonight as to what caused Miss Naomi 
Wells, a pretty young teacher in the 
high school here, to take at an early 
hour this morning enough carbolic 
acid to result in her death at 2 o’clock 
this afte. noon. 

In addition to this pathetic message 
to those who would find her body, the 
girl left in her room nearly a dozen 
letters to friends and relatives, but it 
is not known whether these bear upon 
her rash deed. 

Miss Wells had accepted the posi- 
tion of teacher of English in the 
West Point high school and her: du- 
ties were to'have begun upon the 
opening of the school this morning at 
8:30 o'clock. She had only been here 
Since Thursday. 

This morning when she with the 
other young lady teachers boarding 
in the house were summoned to 
breakfast she told them to go on, that 
she was not quite ready. As she did 
not appear for some time a servant 
Was sent to her room and found her 
in an unconscious condition with a 
small quantity of carbolic acid left 
in a bottle near her. Several physi- 
cians were called at once, but their 
efforts were of no avail. She died this 


afternoon at 2 o’clock without having 
regained consciousness. 

Miss Wells came here with the 
highest recommendations as a teacher 
and was a graduate of Lucy Cobb in- 
stitute. Her tragic death was a great 
shock and surprise to the teachers 
and pupils who had assembled at the 
school building when notified of the 
tragedy and school was dismissed for 
the day. 

A note was found in Miss 
room. containing this simple _§state- 
ment: “Just a bad case of blues.” A 
number of sealed and stamped ‘letters 
addressed to relatives and _ friends 
were also found. Her parents were 
notified at once_and her father, J. M. 
Wells, a planter of Thomson; reached 
here this afternoon at 5 o'clock, 
shocked and grief-stricken over the 
tragic fate of his only daughter.

140 Students Are Qualified to 
Pass Entrance Examinations, 
Says Dean Morton. 


What ts announced to be the larg- 
est summer schoo! in the history of 
the Georgia School of Technology 

will close on Friday, according to the 
dean, Professor A, B. Morton, who 
| States that every one of the 140 stu- 
| dents are well polished and fully 
| qualified to pass the entrance exami- 
' nations which will begin September 8, 

The summer school gives prepara- 
tory and review work training in 
chemistry, physics, mathematics and 
English. The very best instructors 
have been secured for the summer 
Classes and according to these educa- 
tional specialists the results , have 
proven .more than satisfactory. 
Professor Morton stated Monday 
that the month of September always 
sees three classes of college lads, but 

i that only two of them stick in any 
university course. The first of these 
is the set composed of young men 
who have been “having the time of 
their lives’ during the entire sum- 
mer and have given no thought to 
study, but have seemingly worked 
| steadfily at trying to forget all that 
they learned the year before. 
“The other two classes are made 
up of men who have gone out on the 
job, or who have given constant study 
| that was needed to prepare for 
| collegiate work. When a man goes 
into an office, field or factory and 
| gets the business laboratory experi- 
| ence he ts getting ready to do some- 
thing—he is getting ready for a 
| larger field,’ satd Professor Morton. 
“The southern colleges are progres- 
sive. They are now being placed on 
the 14 unit basis for instance, which 
is the entrance plane of the best edu- 
| cational centers. The summer school 
has been a great aid in getting men 
ready for entrance this fall and ex- 
eeptionally good results are expected 
from the examinations next week.’’

Three Courses for Judge. 
“In chambers it is expected the 
ceedings will be brief.

sides to submit briefs; he can sustain 
the writ, which will make Thaw a 
free man, and place him within the 
grasp of the immigration officers; or 
he can deny the writ and remand the 
prisoner back to jail to await disposi- 
tion of his case by the king’s bench 
in October.

that the New York cotton exchange 
“and its parasite,” the New Orleans ex- 
change, were no more than gambling 
institutions and that those who specu- 
lated in cotton upon their floors. were 
engaged in a wholly selfish and illegal 
business. 

New York, he said, was the chief of- 
fender and New Orleans exchange only 
a “minor affair.’ The New York ex- 
change, he argued, controlled the price 
of cotton for the whole world. 

“I think the New York exchange, 
said the senator, “is wholly bad and has 
no right to exist. It is a gambling iIn- 
stitution and is so regarded by every- 
body who goes there to trade.” 

Senator Clarke declared that gam- 
bling in agricultural products had been 
condemned by the platform adopted at 
the Baltimore convention and that the 
democratic party in congress must take 
steps in conformity with that declara- 
tion of principle. He said the actual 
deliveries of cotton on the New York 
cotton exchange were only half of one 
cent of the sales. 

Producer Would Pay Tax. 

Senator Smith, of South Carolina, an- 
swering Senator Clarke, declared that 
under the amendment proposed, the 
cotton producer would indirectly pay 
the tax. He argued in support of his 
bill making it mandatory for every 
contract for cotton to specify’ the 
grade to be delivered. He asserted that 
under present contracts, with twenty- 
seven different grades of cotton, the 
purchaser never knew what sort he 
would get when delivery is made. If 
the contract provided for delivery of a 
specified grade, no man would dare go 
short on the cotton exchange, the sen- 
ator said. 

Senator Thompson wanted to know 
if Senator Clarke would not be willing 
to include all other agricultural prod- 
ucts in the amendment. 

“T am perfectly willing,” replied the 
Arkansas senator, “but I am nc fa- 
miliar with the others and I am with 
cotton.” 

Senator Williams suggested 
speculation in other products was not 
carried on under the same conditions 
as in cotton. 

Senator Ransdell objected to the des- 
ignation of the New Orleans cotton ex- 
change as a “parasite” of the New 
York exchange. He declared that the 
rules and regulations were entirely 
different, the dominating groups were 
different and that the New Orleans 
exchange had an actual commercial 
settlement of its “differences’’ rather 
than an arbitrary settlement Dy an ex- 
change committee. : 

The New Orleans Exchange. 

Senator Clarke said he referred te 
the New Orleans exchange as a “para- 
site’ only with the idea that it could 
not itself control or dominate the cot- 
ton market. 

“Our business there is just as fairly 
conducted as it can be and we have no 
connection with New York,” said Sen- 
ator Ransdell. “New Orleans is strict- 
ly a spot cotton market. 

“The government grades of cotton 
were immediately adopted by the New 
Orleans exchange; they have not been 
adopted by New York. The New Or- 
leans exchange is doing all] it can to 
back up the government in its con- 
trol of cotton grades.” 

Senator Clarke said he believed the 
proposed tax on cotton futures would, 
in the end, break up the trading in fu- 
tures. He thought that for a time it 
would bring in a substantial revenue 
for the government, but that ultimate- 
ly future trading would greatly de- 
crease. 

Progress on Tariff Bill, 

Progress on the tariff bill today was 
limited to the consideration of man; 
items in the chemical, earthenware and 
othver schedules of the Lill which had 
been passed over in the first reading 
of the measure. 

Senator La Follette insisted that two 
items in the chemical scheaule curried 
excessive duties. 

On one of these, dextrine, irade from 
potato starch, the senator’s suggestion 
was accepted and an amendment was 
incorporated into the bill reducing the 
duty from one and a half cents a pound 
to noe and one-fourth cents. 

The one cent a pound duty on chlo- 
rate of potash, Senator La Follette 
said, should be reduced to one-fourth 
cent. He added that an agreement 
had been made with the powder “trust’ 
not to sell the article to the Untied 
State government. 

“If that is so, I think it should go 
to the free list,” declared Senator 
O'Gorman.
